Humorous

"Janus,” Carolyn Green’s 
whimsical comedy of immor¬ 
al manners, that ran nearly 
a year in New York, highly 
amused its first night audi¬ 
ence at the Pa.sadena Play- 
hou.se on Nov. 14.

GIL GOES completely 
primitive in emotion, but 
manages to controi his phy¬ 
sical refle.xes. The situation 
is further complicated by a 
visit from a Federal tax 
agent, which brings unmiti¬ 
gated gloom and suspense 
until the resourceful Je.ssica 
who, as Gil says, “thinks the 
way other people dream,” 
does a neat bit of detecting 
on the Federal agent, with 
amazing re.sults.

this provision shall not apply to emergency work when it 
shall be proved to the satisfaction of the Chief Electric: 
Inspector that sucli work was urgently necessary and that 
it was not practical to obtain a permit therefor before the 
commencement of tlie work. In all such cases, a permit 
must ho obtained as .soon as it is practical to do so, anc 
if tliero he an unroa.sonable delay in obtaining such per 
mit, a double fee as herein provided shall bo charged.

deuce of conformity witli approved standards for safety t 
life and property.

Except as 
hereinafter provide*!. Ordi¬ 
nance No. 2269 a.s amended, 
of Ihe Counly of Ixts Ange¬ 
les adopting the 1955 Edi¬ 
tion of the Uniform Plumb¬ 
ing Code, r.-opyrighted in 
1955 by the Western Plumb¬ 
ing Officials Conference, the 
text of which is as .set forth 
in the Los Angeles County 
Building Laws, 1956 Edition, 
be and the same is hereby 
adopted by reference as the 
Plumbing Code of the City 
of Sierra Madre, 

Three copies of .said Los 
Angeles County Building 
Laws, 1956 Edition, have 
been deposited in the office 
of the City Clerk of the City 
of Sierra Madre, and shall 
be at all times maintained 
by said City Clerk for use 
and examination by the 
public. 

SECTION 2. Whenever any
